6'f' the Reno County, Kansas Bar Association and Reno County, 
Kansas Medical Society. The topic of Dr. NICHOLS' talk was a j: 
pathological investigation of the assassination of President ' 
KENNEDY and the 'Warren Commission Report. 


At the outset of the address, NICHOLS was highly 
critical of the medical autopsy procedures followed • after the / 
assassination of President JOHN F. KENNEDY. He claimed‘-the 
aOt';^sy procedure was totally ‘incomp'2..ete and he was 'also 
soffiewhat critical of the FBI investigation, based on autopsy 
repHopts, particularly in regard to the trajectory of the 
bul^let which struck President KENNEDY in the back. He also 
claimed in -the replay of the assassination of President KENNEDY, 
the'^BI used a different car, which created different distances 
between persons in the car and diffej>ent angles. 


• He s.tated he has in the past had numerous items of 

correepondencp' with FBI headquarters in Washington, D.‘ C. and 
initially his inquiries were answered; however, recent requests 
by him fai^edVtp .rpc^iw^^^^ 'response ■•'from the FBI. He stated he 
is interestea "iit ..obtain mg additional, information concerning 
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x-rays taken at the autopsy of the liody of Presiint KENNEDY • 
and he has been unable to obtain any information in this re-*'- ■ 
^ard from the FBI. He advised he is also seeking additional 
information concerning the gun allegedly used in. the shooting 
of President KENNEDY and that he is planning a law suit against, 
the FBI in an effort to obtain the desired information. 


He admitted he has written an article concerning 
this same topic, which article .was published in the American 
Medical Association Journal, also that he is planning a book ■■ 
on this' subject. • ‘'.'’V- 



His lecture was based primarily on sketches and 
drawings, most of which involved ballistics and trajectories. 

He claimed to have made numerous teats with a similar-type 
weapon and ammunition and on the basis of these tests he 
. claims some conclusions reached by the Warren Commission were 
' erroneous, r ^ .- . 

■ At the conclusion of his address, MICHAEL CHALFANT, 
p]^ominent attorney in Hutchinson, Kansas, and former County 
Attorney, questioned Dr. NICHOLS as to his purpose in^ 
attempting to prove the items noted above. He specifically 
asked Dr. NICHOLS whether, if he was trying to disprove the 
theories accepted by the Warren Commission, he had any theories 
» he was trying to prove; however, this did not receive a satis- 
,.:a factory response, as NICHOLS claimed, he was not trying, to „ 
pr6ve any other theory. .' . 






SA THOMAS E. KELLY, Resident Agent, Hutchinson, 
Kansas, who is a member of the. Reno County, Kansas Bar Associa- 
tion, was in attendance at the above-noted dinner and address. 
At the conclusion of the address, SA KELLY contacted Dr. 

NICHOLS and specifically asked him if he was, in fact, planning 
a law suit against the FBI for the piurpose of obtaining infor- 
jmation. In a serious manner. Dr. NICHOLS stated he expected 
Ito commence a law suit in a month or so. 

Following the address, SA KELLY was contacted by 
numerous attorneys and phys.icians in attendance, and it was 
the general impression of most of these persons that Dr. 

NICHOLS had no information of substance and that he was on 
iSome type of individual crusade to prove an unknown point. 

His address covered numerous points of evidence; however, he 
devoted most of it to the autopsy and the ballistics matters. /
